SAN FRANCISCO Last 
Tuesday's election brought victory 
to some and defeat to others，but

dards, that's prettyhigh.” 

In the ceitys 91 Chinese pre- 
cinets (where there are 10 or more 
requests for Chinese materials)， 
25,854 of the precincts 46,850 
Voters cast their ballots for a 
turnout of 56%， JIn the 28 
precincts in the Chinatown area，

actually voted for a turnout of 
52 色 . ， 
CONTESTED 

Patterson said that the relatively 
high turnout was due to several 
hotly contested races， 记 cluding 
the race for governor, senator and 
local Congressional races. 

He also noted there were several 
controversial propositions, such as 
the bottle b 诅 the gun initiative 
and the nuclear weapons freeze，, 
Which drew voters to the pojlls. 
“There was something for every- 
onej， Patterson Said. 

Partictilarly gratifying for Asian 
Americans was the success of the 
bilingual voting process， which 


Went very smoothly. “All of the- 


100 or so precincts we targeted for 
bilingual poll officials were cov- 
ered,”Patterson said.“Some were 
even doubjle covered，with two or 
more bilingual poll workers,… 

”Patterson attributed much of 
the success of this year's recruit- 
ment of bilingual poll workers to 
the “dedication andq competence” 


of Paul Chung, coordinator of the 
Chinese outreach prograrmn ， 
ORK 

Chung told East/West that the 
Tegistrar of voters offtice was able 
to recruit 128 bilingual poll 
WwWorkers ,for the 91 Chinese 
precincts. “It's not easy to get 
People to be poll workers,， Chung 
claimed.“It takes a lot of- work 
andalotof commitmentto sit at a 
polling place all day.… 

He credited this years achieve- 
mentto extensive contact with the 
media to get the word out about 
the importance of bilingual poll 
workerIs, and to a mass mailing of 
close to 400 letters seeking bilin- 
gual poll workers. 

“More people were willing to 
spend a day at the polls to help out 
the community, More people were 


involved this time because they ， 


Iealized how important 让 is to 
vote and to have bilingual pol 
Workers, They realized that many 
people wanted to vote，but are 
hampered by the language Prob- 
lem. They were happy to help,” 
declared Chung. 

In order to_ monitor the bi- 
lingual voting effort，Chinese for 
Affirmative Action (CAA) visited 
several bilingual precincts 
throughout the city， The group's 
executive director，Henry DerT， 
said that overall, there was good 
bilingual coverage of the 
precincts visited.

The Harvard MedicalSciroat 
Healthletter from， September 
notedthat most experts agree that 
steroids“should be used only as 3 
last resort，and then in as low a 
dose as possible，Many quack 
arthritis remedies have used ster- 
oids in an illegal and uncon- 
scionable way.” 

“The pills have been around for 
a while，and the composition is 
always changing，despite -he 
claims that they only contain 
Chinese herbs. At different times， 
theyve contained tranquilizers， 
antihistimines，steroids，other 
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Arthritis Drug 
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non-steroid anti-inflammatory 
medicines. But I find the presence 
of lead to be the most disturbing,” 
commented Dr, Gary 下 , Myerson 
of the Emery University School 
of Medicine. 

DIABETES 

Myerson Tecently Presented 8 
paper on the drug at the Pan 
American Congress of Rheumatol- 
ogy in Washington, DC. His study 
had a unique impetus: 13 of his 
patients 一 all rheumatoid arth- 
ritis victims in Atlanta 
suddenly began to _ develop very 
serious symptoms， none of which 
were associated with the medi- 
cines the clinic was giving them， 

The 13 patients developed black 
and blue marks, swollen faces and 
bodies, and fractures in suddenly- 
weakened bones. They suffered 
Significant weight gain and Wor- 
sened diabetic conditions， All are 
steroid-related symptoms.

taking Chuifong Toukuwan，

steroid whose side-effects include 
dizziness， gastrointestinal Upset 
and headaches. One sample con- 
tained lead. 

“After first taking the pill，the 
patient will，within 72 hours， 
experience significant ， improve- 
ment of the _ arthritis _ symptoms 
because of the high-potency of 
the drugs contained. . .However， 
within one to 12 months，de- 
pending on the individqual，serious 
Side-effects can develop,”Myer- 
Son explained . 

CRISIS 

He noted that the concentra-

“The arthritis sufferers don't 
know whats in it，or what isn't， 
they don't know the dosage,， they 
don't know what could result 过 its 
combined with their other medi- 
cation...Some of the drugs 
included are actually used in the 
treatment. of arthritis，but only 
under the careful supervision of a 
doctor，and as part of an overall 
Program of which includes exer- 
cise and rest,， Pennington added. 

Dr，C，S$，Cheung of the 
American College of Traditional 
Chinese Medicine in SF pointed 
out that 直 the pills contained only 
the ingredients listed on their 
packaging, there wouldnt be any 
danger. 

“But the Western drugs they are 
adding are verIy potent，and 
should be used only under the 
supervision of a doctor who can 
monitor the person's reactions，In 
the short term，they may feel 
good, but in the long runa，it's no 
good for them,”he added， 

Andy Soo Hoo，a _ local cer- 
tified acupuncturist，noted that 
there is a long list of Chinese herbs 
given to arthritis sufferers in tradi- 
tional care，in addition to acu- 
puncture and exercise _pro- 
grams.， (He reported 
acupuncture as a Primary treat- 
ment is successful with over 75% 
of arthritis sufferers.) 

“These commercial prepara- 
tions from Asia are very danger- 
ous. The importers don't know of 
the danger; they just imPport 
them，The Ppills are popular in 
Hong Kong and Taiwan，and 
many immigrants from there 
don't know how dangerous they 


- are, and continue taking them 
after they come to the US,”Soo 


Hoo said , 

Chuifong Toukuwan is manu- 
factured in three different sites: 
Chaiwan and Wanchai in Hong

Tenants Benefit from 
Rent Ordinance Changes 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Amend- 
ments which strengthen the posi- 
tion of tenants in eviction situa- 
tions will go into effect on Nov， 
11， Resulting primarily from the 
efforts of several tenants”groups 
whose members had been “frus- 
trated by the weaknesses in the 
eviction section of the (SF Rent) 
ordinance,”the changes will give 
renters a“little more Protection,” 
according to Debbie Lim， staff 
attorney at the Rent Stabiliza- 
tion Board， 

The revision of most concern to 
the groups pertained to those 
Situations in which landlords 
asked tenants to vacate the 
premises in order to make room 
for themselves or for close mem- 
bers of their families. 

RESIDE 

The owner formerly had only to 
give the tenant a 30-day written 
notice to leave， Under the new 
law，the landlordq or family 
member must now also actually 
reside at the unit for at least one 
year as the principal place of 
residence in order to legally use 
that reason as a cause for eviction , 

Eurther，if a comparable unit 
becomes available during the 


notice period，the landlordq must | 
withdraw the eviction notice and 上 


permit the tenant to remain， 
Lim charged that on occasion， 


landlordqs had abused this right to 7 


evyvict tenants， 


tion，which owners _ can refute， 
that they have not acted in good 
faith if they or their family 
members do not move in and 
occupy the unit for at least 12 
months， 

Another change in the eviction 
section requires landlords who 
contemplate remodeling, rehabili- 
tating or improving their units to 
obtain all necessary permits before 
they give or eviction notices， 
Finally，the revisions create a 
rebuttable presumption that land- 
lords are retaliating itthey seek to 
evict tenants Who had exer- 
cised their rights at the rent board 
within six months prior to the 
eviction , 

The rent ordinance covers all 
rental units except buildings 
Ooccupied by the owner and which 
have four units or less，reminded 
Lim， She also reported that the 
law exempts public housing and 
government subsidized housing，

pretense to_ get the (first) tenant

Though the rent board will 
monitor those rental units whose 
owners have evicted tenants on 
the grounds of owner or family 
occupancy，Lim pointed out that 
the former tenants Imust still 
initiate any legal action 过 there 
has been a violation of the law，, 

“They can bring the suit them- 
Selves，or try to_ get our office to 
refer the case to the district 
attorney or the city attorney， We 
have referred cases to tbhem in the 
past, ”she remarked.

The new amendments allow for

“Tiger-official“ is a courageous official. 
“Tiger-tooth” is one of the ranks for 
general. Staring intensely at somebody 
is said to take a "ftiger's look.…

The one-year“90-Minute”Ppro- 
gram provides local, Southeast 
Asian and world news，commun- 
ity announcements，information 
on community services，cultural 
and historical features and con- 
temporary dramas.

He had submitted this，his

irrevocable decision，but was 
talked into staying till the end of 
my term (in November) because

The clinic first began in 1968 
in a small，eight-by-twelve-foot 
space On Waverly Place，a two- 
block long street in the heart of 
Chinatown.

Hollywood stereotypes

PASADENA 一 Alittle of Holly- 
wood moved here recently when 
an estimated 300 people gathered 
ata mansion to honor' BessieILoo， 
long-time Hollywood talent agent 
and actress. The event was put to- 


,gether by the Asian American 


Pacific Artists Association and 
helped to commemorate Loo's 
career that spanned over 50 years， 
andher 80th birthday. 


Veteran actor Keye Luke was 
among the many Asian American 
actors at the gathering. He re- 
called their first job together. 

STEREOTYPES 

“Bessie and I started. to- 
gether in The Goog 天 axzt 轴 ， 工 re- 
member she was working as an 
extra，and she became interested 
in the agency business，And'- of 
course she's become legendary ip 
that field. Tve been with her for 
some time，and I enjoy our busi- 
mness Telationship,， he said， 


Robert Ito，co-star in the NBC 
television show @uincy with Jack 
Klugman，remembered- leaner 
days. 

“She (Loo) gave me my first 
chance，When II was short of 
money，LId call Bessie， She'd_ al- 
ways get me a job. She'd pick up 
the phone and say 工 have a client 
that needs a job.， Whenever I was 
down to my last 50 bucks 一 I 
have two kids and my wife I have 
to Support 一 she always came to 
Imy rescue,”Ito recalled. 


The association's tribute to Loo 
raised over $2,500 to help aspiring 
Asian American actors and act- 
resses. /A musical combo per- 
formed while several stunt men 
simulated a 人 ight scene thatended 
in the swimming pool. There were 
comedy sketches and songs that 
Imocked the stereotypes that have 
been perpetuated by the motion 
Picture and television industries. 
Some ridiculed the demeaning 
roles in which Asian Americans 
are typecast 一 Toles of servants 
and chauffeurs，and seductive 
Imistresses. 


Changing these stereotypes is a 
big challenge, Loo noted. 

“They (Hollywood Producers 
and_ writers) don't recognize the 


Oriental as having any talent - 


because for years they have been 
reading that Asians are Dassive 
and have no expiession,， oo said. 

“IT think more parts must be 
written for the Asian American， 
Theyre justlike anybody else. Ha 
sittation happens in a Caucasian 
family， it could happen in an 
Asian American family，so why 
could they not write these Parts 
for them?” 

Ito echoed Loo's sentiments. 

“If people would see us as 
people 一 not as stereotypes of 
Sorts 一 让 we were depicted as 
ordinary people with feelings. We 
live normal，everyday lives，We 
love our children，we worry abonut 
our income，we worIyY about our 
income tax， Thats what makes 
Up a society, and we are a part of 
society, and that's whatId like to 
see on TV,”Ito asserted. 


Benson Fong，who started his 
acting career in the early 1940s 
and is now a successful restaurant 
operator, stressed the same need. 

LABELED 

“Some of us have been here for 
two or three generations, and they 
should be recognized as part of the 
American people,. 工 wish they 
Would create more parts for the 
Oriental，because after all we are 
in all parts of the society，and 
we've been here for a long，long 
time,”he pointed out， 

Nobu McCarthy，who joined 
Loo in the 1950s，seemed frustra- 
ted at Hollywood's stereotyping. 

“Were always labeled as fit for 
the Asian part 一 Asian this, Asian 
that. Why cant I just be a house- 
wifep Just be a neighbor，attorney 
or what whoever?” she lamented 

Eormer KRKNXT anchorperson 
Mario Machado，who sometimes 
works as an actor，noted the 
dilemma Asian American artists 
often confront， 

”Were a minority amomngst 


minorities. Asians say，If they 


don't want us, why go there? Why 
make waves? ...It made me 
angry at one point becauseIdidnt 
realize my potential to _ become a 
network anchorman. TI cant look 
back because there are other 
things I can dqo to satisfy my ego， 
But there are Asian American 
Women who have made 让，and 
Tm very proud of them, he said， 

Machado noted the importance 
of timning. 

VARIETY 

“We were too early or at the 
WwWIong time when woinen were 
coming through.， The ' television 
stations and networks solved two 
minority problems with one fel 
SwWoop by hiring women who were 
also minorities. 工 hey saved one 
head count，saved a social 
problem,， and cut opportunities iD 
half,”he charged. 

Its time for Asian Americans to 
Seek a variety of acting careers 记 
television and film from 
standup comics，game show hosts 
to commentators，Machado main- 
tained . 

His Suggestions for such poten-= 
tials inroads in the business are 
realistic : 

“This is an insiders business，

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Review of Census Efforts 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Because 
of its qirect effect on representa- 
tion in Congress and on the level 
of fundqing from federal and state 
governments，the census has be: 
come an increasingly important， 
and sometimes controversial, topic 
for many minorities throughout 
the country. 

With the release of more and 
more data of the 1980 count by 
the Bureau of the Census，ques- 
tions about their accuracy and 
interpretation have arisen once 
again. Are Asians included ade- 
quately or are they still under- 
countedP Will analysts under- 
stand reasons behind the data? 
How detailed are the ethnic group 
breakdowns? How will the 
government use the data? 


”COOPERATE 

Concerns Such as these did not 
develop out of a vacuum. All over 
the country，community groups 
attended census hearings held by 
various members of Congress; 
others tried to work closely with 
their local census offices” attempts 
to recruit and hire enumerators 
and other field personnel; and still 
others educated their constituents 
about the need to cooperate. 

Even the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service agreed to 
observe special procedures during 
the census-taking time to make 
Sure that its apprehension of 
undocumented aliens would not 

adversely effect the bureau's at- 
tempts to get an accurate count: 


“In terms of numbers,”com- 
mented Henry Der，executive di- 
Tector of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action，one of the groups most 
heavily involved in fighting for a 
Imore ， accurate 1980 “ceasus，

Generally pleased with the Te- 


Sults，Der observed that he was 
not at all Surprised by the large 
population of Asian Pacific Ame- 
Ticans reflected 记 the local 
人 figures， According to the count， 
this group comprises Over 27% of 
the total population. Coriparing 
this go-round with the 1980-enu- 
Ineration，Der asserted,，“If any- 
thing，there is still some under- 
counting，baut it's probably mini- 
mal. Last time，the Undercount 
among Chinese and other Asian 
American grOUPS was Substantial.… 


He attributed much of the suc- 
cess of this count to increased 
community involvement，staying 
on top of the bureau,” and parti- 
cipation in the citizen assistance 
Progratms. 


Despite -all these efforts， 
though, many people remained 


unsatisfied and unconvinced. The 
city of Detroit,， with the support of 
dozens of other cities with large 
minority populations, sued the 
bureau alleging that the agency 
failed to collect data accurately 
and adequately， 


Der also explained that seVeral 
“pockets of Asian American com- 
Imunities are not happy” with the 
newW census，SUuch as Los Angeles 
Koreans and Orange Counity Asian 
Americans. 


Characterizing the deficiency as 
a“constitutional violation of the 
one-person，one-vote Principle,” 
(because Census data is used to 
determine the iiumber of repre- 
Sentatives each state may have， 
the court ordered the bureau to 
produce a method of corTecting its 
count for federal，state and sub- 
state levels (了 /W 10/17/80)， 
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Though the failure of over 
3,000 households to receive mailed 
questionnaires prompted Chinese 
for Affirmative Action to file a 
complaint with the bureau，San 


Francisco diq not take an active 


part in the IDetroit suit because 让 
had already requested a recount， 

In the 1970 Census，however， 
the city stood in the forefront of 
voicing opposition to the methods 
proposed for that enumeration， 
At that time two retired China- 
town residents，representing the 
interests of over 15,000 Chinese， 
sued the bureau and asked the 
federal court to enjoin the count 
位 om Proceeding until the govern- 
ment.took several steps to ensure 
that they，and others similarly 
situated, would not be miissed . 

Lee Quon and Sik Wing Wong 
focused their complaints on the 
use of the postal system to send out 
questionnaires，which could result 
in many households not receiving 
a form; on the English-only 
format of the forms; and on the 
lack of bijlingual enumerators and 
assistance centers ( 瓦 /W 1/7770). 

， ASSISTANCE 

Though the court refused to stop 
the census, the bureau did agree to 
institute a few procedural changes 
to _ ensure a more accurate count， 
including hiring bilingual census 


takers and setting up assistance 、 


centers. 

Despite the changes，however， 
the bureau estimates that in 1970 
让 still missed 2.5% of the popu- 
lation， While the figure was the 


lowest in three decades,- a further 
breakdown reflected. the problem 
minorities feared the most: while 
only 1.9% of whites were missed， 
7.7% ofblacks fell into this 
category， 

Preliminary figures for 1980 
Show that the percentage of 
“missed”blacks has decreased to 
4.8% . 
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Though this last census may not 
totally satisfy the Asian Pacific 
American community， 让 will 
remain the only game in town for 
thbe next ten years，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Educa- 
tion is one area ip which Asian 
Americans have moved signifi- 
cantly ahead of the general pop- 
ulation。， In both California and 
the US，Asian Americans attend 
both high school and college at

Nationwide，the percentage of 
Asian Americans who have fin- 
ished college is almost doubled the 
”percentage for the general popula- 

tion. For Asian Ameriicans，aged 
25 and over，32.5% have finished 
college,，while only 16.5% of their 


。 counterparts in the general Popu- 


lation have finished college. 


HIGHSCHOOL 

Atthe high school level，74.1% 
of Asian Americans 25 and over 
have finisheqd high school，while 
only 67.0% of the general popu- 
lation have finished high school. 

Only 25.9% of Asian Americans 
25 and over have not compjleted 
high school，compared to 33 匈 
among the general population. At

“The Taiwanese michiu lacks 
rice flavor,” opined Mrs. Lin， 
Chern's sister and wife of S$. ， 
Lin, the major owner of LinChen 
Inc. “The impurities in the 
Taiwanese michiu cause head- 
aches.， You won't get head- 
aches drinking ours,”she claimed 


SHERRY 
LinChen's next product, a cook- 
ing michiu is scheduled for release 
in about two_ months and will 
have a lower alcohol level and a 
small amount of added sajt. 


“The flavor will be distinctly 
Chinese， said Nelson Tien，man- 
ager of LinChen. “Most Chinese 
restaurants are DOW cooking with 
sherry. The taste is not quite the 
same,， It's not Oriental.”Tien 
looks forward to selling large 
quantities of cooking michiu to 
Chinese restaurants，which are 
also major buyers of the regular
